'Judge cheated us’ 

Parents slam jurist over lead-poisoning settlement

Parents of a brain-damaged 9-year- 
old girl are fuming over the way a 
Brooklyn judge handled a $290,000 
settlement for their daughter. 

While both parties in the lead poisoning 
suit agreed to a structured settlement, a fund 
that would make payments to D-onna Bo- 
stick until she turns 35, Brooklyn Supreme 
Court Judge James Hutcherson ruled that a 
lump sum be delivered on her 18th birthday. 


That decision could mean a difference of 
almost $300,000 for D-onna, according to 
her attorney. 

Even more irksome to Donna Bostick 
and Richard Samuel, the girl’s parents, was 
that Hutcherson ordered the money be di- 
vided among three banks — HSBC, Sig- 
nature Bank and Independence Bank — all 
located miles from the couple’s Crown 
Heights home and within one block of the 
Downtown Brooklyn courthouse. 

According to financial disclosure state- 


ments filed with the state Office of Court 
Administration, Hutcherson earned at least 
$1,000 in interest income from each of 
HSBC and Signature in 2002. 

But that was not revealed in court. 

“The judge’s conduct creates an appear- 
ance of impropriety,” said Howard Benjamin, 
a Manhattan attorney who handles judicial 
ethics cases. “Why do it this way without any 
explanation and without disclosing that he 
has substantial funds in two of those banks?” 
“We were really shocked and extremely 


upset, because two of the banks Judge 
Hutcherson selected were commercial 
banks, which pay less interest, and the 
banks were located not in our neighbor- 
hood, but across the street from the court- 
house where the judge works,” the couple 
wrote in a letter delivered to Chief Admin- 
istrative Judge Ann Pfau. 

Court Street attorney Michael Rosenberg, 
who represents D-onna, filed a motion this 
week asking Hutcherson to recuse himself

Heated race to 
replace Davis

seat on Tuesday may well be 
that in the 35th District of 
Fort Greene and Prospect 
Heights, the seat held by the 
late Councilman James Da- 
vis until he was assassinated 
by a deranged political rival 
in City Hall in July.

Davis are the late councilman’s 


younger brother, Democrat Geof- 
frey Davis, and two of James 
Davis’ political rivals — Working 
Families Party candidate Letitia 
James and Republican candidate 
Anthony Herbert. A fourth candi- 
date, Abraham Wasserman from 
the small Crown Heights portion 
of the district, appears on the 
Conservative Party line.

James Davis. Herbert this year 
sought to take on Davis — first 
James, then Geoffrey — in a De- 
mocratic primary, but his nomi- 
nating petitions were disqualified. 

Geoffrey Davis is counting on 
the desire of constituents to keep 
the seat in the Davis family to 
overcome his checkered past and 
lack of public experience. 

For the past several weeks, 
Davis, Herbert and James have 
been making the campaign 
rounds and speaking at candi- 
date forums around the district. 

Last week, James and Herbert 
went head to head at the Church 
of the Open Door, at Gold and 
Nassau streets in Downtown 
Brooklyn. Davis sent a represen- 

Asked about jumping from 
one party to another, Herbert 
said he jumped on board with 
the Republicans because “they 
have the money.” 

Herbert is pro-choice and 
anti-death penalty, but chants the 
Republican mantra that “people 
should not depend on govern- 
ment.” He declared his ideology 
as “progressive” encompassing 
ideals from both the Democrats 
and Republicans. 

Heavily favored in 2001, 
James lost to James Davis in the 
primary by 945 votes. She sub- 
sequently ran and lost on the 
Working Families line in the 
general election.

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Gavel races 
to judge Dems

Until this year, judicial candidates were likely the last bal- 
lot items on the minds of most voters as they stepped up to 
the polls. 

But thanks to a highly publicized Brooklyn judicial bribery scan- 
dal and subsequent investigation by District Attorney Charles Hynes 
into the buying of judgeships, there should be a lot more voters pay- 
ing attention to who is running for Supreme Court in Brooklyn. 

Because Brooklyn is so heavily Democratic, a spot on the party’s 
judicial slate has almost always guaranteed a spot on the bench. But 
the Democratic Party and its leader. Assemblyman Clarence Norman 
Jr., came under fire this year for the backroom way in which it choos- 
es its judicial candidates. 

In response to the criticism, the party opened up the process, if 
only a little, but not before the labor-backed Working Families Party 
placed an advertisement in the New York Law Journal seeking a ju- 
dicial slate of its own. 

“Wanted: a few good judicial candidates.” the advertisement read. 

Among those who saw the ad and applied was Judge Margarita 
Lopez Torres, an 11-year civil court judge passed over twice by the 
Democratic Party, including this year, for its nomination. 

Lopez Torres claims she got on the bad side of the party leaders 
when she refused to follow the mles of Brooklyn political back 
scratching by declining to hire someone referred by Assemblyman 
Vito Lopez (no relation). The Bushwick assemblyman has denied he 
ever pressured her to make a hire.

Clues 
sought 
in Ridge 
hit-run

Friends of a Bay Ridge woman 
who was seriously injured in an early 
morning hit-and-run on Oct. 19 are 
asking any witnesses to the near- 
fatal accident to contact police. 

Augusta Vargas, 24, was walking home 
from the Bay Ridge Avenue R train around 
4 am when a black sedan or small truck with 
tinted windows

She was scheduled to go under the knife 
again Thursday to reconstruct her shattered 
left knee. Vargas also suffered a fractured 
right arm and right leg in the collision. Her 
left hand was sliced to the bone. 

‘My bone was hanging out,” Vargas said. 

“She’s really scattered,” said Josie

Officials: Keep park patrols

Elected officials whose districts adjoin 
Prospect Park are pleading with the police 
department to keep beefed up patrols in the 
park year round. 

The additional detail was slated to expire in Octo- 
ber just as fears about park safety were running high. 
But as first reported in The Brooklyn Papers last 


week. Assistant Chief Joseph Fox, commanding offi- 
cer of Patrol Borough Brooklyn South, opted to keep 
the extra officers on until early November. 

In a letter to Fox, City Council members Bill 
DeBlasio, Yvette Clarke and David Yassky said 
they were afraid that the recent spate of highly 
publicized violent attacks in the “emerald oasis” 
would keep park-goers away. 

“Now, as the days grow shorter, and with the re- 
turn to standard time, we believe continued en- 


hanced police visibility in the park is necessary to 
ensure that public confidence and park use is not 
affected,” the letter reads. 

“Prospect Park is made safer by neighborhood use. 
A seldom-used park is a less safe park. The NYPD’s 
visibility in the park encourages use and, therefore, 
makes the park safer, in perception and reality.” 
During the fall and winter, the 78th Precinct has 
a 12-officer detail that patrols the park, but from

Judge tosses 
suit, CB2 
makes hire

A Supreme Court judge 
dismissed a former Com- 
munity Board 2 district 
manager’s claim that she 
was unjustly fired as the 
board this week moved 
forward and hired the 
woman’s replacement. 

Olanike Alabi sued CB2 in 
July claiming that the board 
did not follow proper proce- 
dure when it dismissed her, 
because only 23 of its 49 
members voted for her re- 
moval. 

The suit seeking reinstate- 
ment and lost wages claimed 
the board needed “a majority” 

Judge Ira Harkavy denied 
the motion and pointed to the 
board’s bylaws, which specify 
that “special meetings” can be 
convened with a majority vote 
of board members present. 

“The board fully complied 
with its bylaws,” Harkavy 
wrote in his Oct. 16 decision. 
Alabi said this week that she 
was disappointed by the deci- 
sion and plans to appeal. 

Alabi, who said her attorney 
was preparing an appeal, said 
in a prepared statement, “It 
was never a question of my 
job performance during my 
brief tenure at Community 
Board 2, because of the 
awards and recognition I re- 
ceived and the accomplish- 
ments made while there.” 

Alabi’s attorney, Roosevelt 
Seymor, did not return calls 
seeking comment. 

With a possible appeal 
pending, CB2 went on to fi- 
nally elect a new district man- 
ager this week. 

At a special closed-door 
meeting the board voted on 
Oct. 28 to hire Robert Perris 


for the paid administrative 

Perris is currently the Parks 
and Open Space specialist in 
the office of Borough Presi- 
dent Marty Markowitz. 

He also previously served 
as Borough Hall liaison to 
CB2. 

His start date is still being 
negotiated, said CB2 Chair- 
woman Shirley McRae, who 
said the timing of the hire and 
the lawsuit being dismissed 
was coincidental. 

“I think Mr. Perris will be a 
positive addition to the staff of 
Community Board 2. He 
comes with a broad-based 
knowledge of our district and 
has an idea of our planning pri- 
orities,” McRae said, adding, 
“This board is very happy to 
have this position filled.” 

Following the recommen- 
dation of the Finance and Per- 
sonnel committee, CB2 voted 
at a special meeting on June 9, 
23-16 to remove Alabi. 

While some board members 
attributed the ouster to bad 
blood between Alabi and 
McRae, others said that Al- 
abi’s performance had slipped 
ever since the ouster of former 
chairman Bob Evans in De- 
cember 2001. 

In court papers, Alabi 
claimed she and McRae had a 
“strained relationship” since 
September 2001, when Mc- 
Rae was serving as vice chair- 
woman. 

That tension increased, Al- 
abi said, when McRae was 
elected chair. 

Reached by The Brooklyn 
Papers, McRae declined to 
comment on Harkavy’s deci- 

But back in June, McRae 
rejected claims that Alabi’s 
dismissal was personal. 

“This is about business,” 
she told The Papers. 


Bus driver halts 
trip, demands $

GROVE CITY, Pa. — A charter bus driver from 
Brooklyn, who allegedly stopped a Chicago-to-New 
York trip and demanded money from each of his passen- 
gers to continue it, was charged with disorderly conduct 
and related offenses, police said. 

Kai Chen, 44, was driving 25 people, including several small 
children, for a company called New Oriental Tours Inc., also out 
of Brooklyn, police said. 

He pulled into a Venango County rest stop along Interstate 80 
late Sunday night, cursed at the passengers and demanded mon- 
ey from them to continue the trip, passengers told police. 

The passengers had already paid $2,800 for the trip and re- 
fused to pay more, so Chen took his keys and got off the bus, po- 
lice said. 

A backup driver who was also on the bus took over for Chen 
and continued the trip after Chen was arrested, police said. 

Chen was charged with disorderly conduct — a misdemeanor 
punishable by up to a year in jail — and two citations, one for ha- 
rassment and the other for not properly filling out his log book. 

There is no telephone listing for New Oriental Tours in Brook- 
lyn. A phone number for Kai Chen in Brooklyn could not he ver- 
ified. 

Chen, who was freed after posting $500 bond, faces a Dec. 3 
preliminary hearing before District Justice William Martin in 
Seneca. 


20 years for B'klyn 
Bridge terrorist

A terror defendant accused of plotting to cut through 
the cables that support the Brooklyn Bridge was sen- 
tenced to 20 years in prison Tuesday by a judge who 
refused to let him withdraw his guilty plea. 

Iyman Faris was sentenced to 15 years for aiding and abetting 
terrorism, plus five years for conspiracy. 

According to prosecutors, Faris, 34, traveled to Pakistan and 
Afghanistan, carrying out low-level missions for terrorists. He pro- 
vided sleeping bags, cellular telephones and cash to members of al- 
Qaeda and met with Osama bin Laden in 2000 at a terrorist training 
camp in Afghanistan, his accusers said. 

He also was accused of providing the terror group with informa- 
tion about possible U.S. targets. 

Although he is alleged to have investigated the possibility of 
using a gas cutter to bum through the Brooklyn Bridge’s suspen- 
sion cables, Faris ultimately recommended through e-mail mes- 
sages to his contacts against pursuing that option, which he de- 
scribed as “unlikely to succeed.” 

Authorities said Faris received attack instructions from top ter- 
rorist leader Khalid Shaikh Mohammed for what they suggested 
might have been a second wave planned for New York and 
Washington to follow the attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. 

U.S. Attorney Paul McNulty also said Faris researched the use 
of ultra-light aircraft for al-Qaeda missions and communicated 
with operatives by e-mail using a code he improvised. 

Faris pleaded guilty in May, but last month asked to withdraw 
the plea. U.S. District Court Judge Leonie M. Brinkema would 
not allow him to, saying, “He thoroughly understood what he 
was doing.” However, she preserved his right to appeal the with- 
drawal attempt. 

Faris has insisted everything he agreed to in the plea agreement 
was false. That pact, which required him to cooperate with federal 
investigators, outlined details of conspiring with al-Qaeda. 

“I don’t have any connection with al-Qaeda except my best 
friend works for al-Qaeda,” Faris told the court. 

He was bom in Pakistan and became a U.S. citizen in 1999. 
Since his arrival in the United States in 1994, his primary occu- 
pation has been truck driver.

Fort Ham commander has 
his wife arrested for Dili

Col. Kewyn Williams, 
commander of the Fort 
Hamilton Army base, had his 
wife arrested and charged 
with drunk driving as she 
tried to drive off the Bay 
Ridge military installation 
earlier this month. 

Rosalyn Williams was 
stopped by military police and 
taken to the Provost Marshal’s 
office where she was charged 
with driving under the influ- 
ence (DUI), according to Fort 
Hamilton spokesman Ray 
Aalbue. 

She had allegedly been 
drinking at their home on the 
base just before getting into 
her car and driving away at 
6:30 pm on Oct. 13, Aalbue 
said. The colonel contacted 
military police and asked that 
his wife be detained and she 
was picked up just after 8 pm, 
Aalbue said. 

She will not be able to drive 
on the base for one year, said 
Aalbue, adding that she faces 
drunk driving charges in feder- 
al court because the incident 
occurred on U.S. government 
property. 

Aalbue said he did not know 
whether Williams was asked to 
take a Breathalyzer test. 

Neither the U.S. attorney 
for the Eastern District nor the 
Eastern District federal court- 
house in Downtown Brooklyn 


had any record of the arrest at 
press time. 

New York State in July 
lowered the threshold for an 
automatic driving-while-in- 
toxicated (DWI) conviction to 
.08 percent blood-alcohol con- 
tent from . 10. In 2001, nearly 
one-third of the 1,548 reported 
traffic deaths in the state were 
alcohol-related, according to 
federal traffic statistics. A DUI 
charge can stem from a lower 
blood-alcohol count but also 
can include prescription or il- 
licit drugs. 

The DUI charge against 
Rosalyn Williams raised the 
ire of some base residents, 
who contacted The Brooklyn 
Papers. One said they were 
concerned that Mrs. Williams' 
“reckless behavior” could put 
residents on the base at risk. 

Home to 1,500 people in- 
cluding Army personnel and 


189 military families, the base 
is the only active military in- 
stallation in Brooklyn. 

‘If there had been children 
out playing anything could 
have happened,” said one base 
resident, who spoke on the 
condition of anonymity. 

“The colonel should dis- 
miss her from the base until 
she seeks further help.” 

Col. Williams declined to 
comment on the incident, but 
Aalbue said Mrs. Williams 
was “looking into treatment.” 

“The commander’s policy 
on the installation is one of 
‘zero tolerance’ and no one on 
the installation is above the 
law,” read a statement issued 
by Aalbue. “It is unfortunate 
that the incident involved a 
member of his family, but as 
hard as it is to do, it is the 
commander’s responsibility 
to uphold the law on the in- 


stallation.” 

Kerry Stapleton, executive 
director of the New York State 
chapter of Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving (MADD), said 
the organization would like to 
see the same sanctions im- 
posed as would be on a city 
street despite the incident oc- 
curring on an Army base. 

“Our message is the same 
whether it’s on an Indian 
reservation, an Army base, or 
the New York Thruway,” Sta- 
pleton said. 

Col. Williams was installed 
as commander of the 178- 
year-old post in August 2002. 

Councilman Vincent Gen- 
tile, state Sen. Marty Golden, 
and Rep. Vito Fossella, all of 
whom have fought and contin- 
ue to fight to keep the base off 
White House closure lists, did 
not return calls seeking com-

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When kids 
get 'adult' 
symptoms

Raising children is not easy. They get cuts and bmises, 
colds and flus, sprains and fractures and many other com- 
mon childhood complaints. 

However, it is particularly fearful to parents when children dis- 
play symptoms normally associated only with adults. Examples 
include severe headaches, joint or bone pain, chest pain, heart 
palpitations, or bloody urine. These type of symptoms are fright- 
ening enough in adults, let alone in children. 

Symptom: Headaches 
Parental fear: Brain tumor 

Adults’ headaches are commonly caused by stress, tension, colds 
or flus. Many parents are unaware that kids can have headaches for 
similar reasons and immediately suspect a tumor. However, chil- 
dren can also get stress headaches. Anxiety regarding an upcoming 
test or an fight with a friend can cause the same stress headache in 
children as a bad day at the office does for mom or dad. Childhood 
headaches may also be caused by dehydration, undiagnosed aller- 
gies (particularly to chocolate or caffeine), sinus infections and neck 
strain from a heavy book bag. Many parents are unaware that chil- 
dren may also suffer from migraines. Migraines, classically defined 
by a severe throbbing headache on one side of the face or head, can 
start in girls as young as 9 or 10 years of age and in boys 11 or 12. 
Childrens’ migraines are characterized by the same nausea, vomit- 
ing, or sensitivity to light or sound experienced by adults. Before as- 
suming the worst, parents should examine their child’s diet and dai- 
ly routine, as well as planning for some quiet time with their child 
to determine if something at school is amiss. 

Symptom: Bone or joint pain 
Parental fear: 

Juvenile rheumatoid arthritis 

Joint or bone pain, particularly osteoarthritis or rheumatoid 
arthritis, is so commonly associated with aging, it sparks great fear 
in parents when children complain of these symptoms. The truth is 
they are surprisingly common in children. While juvenile rheuma- 
toid arthritis does exist, fortunately, most bone and joint pain in chil- 
dren stems from injuries, an unrecognized trauma or a virus causing 
a joint to swell painfully. Bone pain is also sometimes called “grow- 
ing pains” and is not generally a cause for alarm. However, if the 
bone or joint pain lasts for more than several weeks and is not relat- 
ed to trauma, the child should then see a doctor. 

Symptom: chest pains 

Parental fear: impending heart attack 

Children do at times experience chest pain. Commonly, it is 
caused by anxiety about a problem at school or with friends. 
Chest pains in children also stem from unrecognized injuries or a 
local inflammation of the sternum (breastbone). True heart prob- 
lems are not a common cause of chest pain but can result from 
valvular disease or congenital problems of the heart. These can 
be detected during medical exams. On occasion, a virus called 
costochondritis can infect the connection between the cartilage 
and bone and cause pain. A wheezing, asthmatic child can also 
feel tightness or heaviness in the chest. 

While many adults shrug off symptoms of illness in them- 
selves, headaches, joint pain and chest pain in children can trigger 
episodes of fear and panic in parents. Most of the time these are 
self-limited but any prolonged symptoms should be cause for ex- 
amination. A family doctor or pediatrician can help parents distin- 
guish between the episodic and the more serious causes. If tests or 
referral to pediatric specialists are needed, your family doctor can 
refer you. By reacting appropriately, you and your family doctor 
will help make sure your child grows into a healthy adult.

from the case. Rosenberg also sent a letter to the state Committee 
on Judicial Misconduct claiming that at the very least there was a 
“conflict of interest and an appearance of impropriety.” 

“I just want to make sure that she’s protected,” said Bostick. “I 
can’t say what’s gong to happen with D-onna. I might not even 
be here, I just want the judge to reverse that decision.” 

D-onna became brain damaged and developed learning dis- 
abilities from lead paint chips and dust in her parents’ Crown 
Heights rental apartment when she was a toddler. 

Under the settlement the parents were seeking, D-onna would 
have received payouts totaling nearly $450,000, the bulk of which 
would be paid out when she turned 35. Under the judge’s order, 
D-onna will receive closer to $170,000 after her 18th birthday, ac- 
cording to David Hart, a settlement consultant hired in the case. 

Rosenberg also followed up with a letter to Pfau asking her to 
encourage Hutcherson to either reverse his decision or recuse 
himself from the case. 

But according to spokesman David Bookstaver, Pfau supports 
Hutcherson’s decision. 

“The judge believes that in denying the settlement he has the 
best interest of the child in mind. If the parties disagree the reme- 
dy is simple — they can appeal to the appellate division, or they 
can go to trial,” Bookstaver said. 

Bookstaver declined to elaborate at first on how the settlement 
served the best interests of D-onna, but later said that Hutcher- 
son’s decision protected D-onna in case the insurance company 
charged with making the payout went bankrupt. 

That company is Allstate Life Insurance. 

The judge could have also placed the money in a structured 
settlement that paid out to D-onna in full at 18, which would not 
be taxed, Hart said, instead of putting the money in savings ac- 
counts in commercial banks. That would have saved D-onna 
close to $70,000, Hart said. 

As for the question of conflict of interest, Bookstaver said, 
“The Ethics Advisory Committee issued an opinion on an identi- 
cal case saying there was no ethical breach.” 

In that opinion, the Ethics Advisory Committee said that a 
judge may direct deposits to an authorized financial institution in 
which the judge and family members maintain accounts, provid- 
ed that those deposits could not substantially affect the value of 
the interest of the judge and family members in that institution. 

As for an appeal, Rosenberg said it could take up to two years 
and would deplete D-onna’s settlement by thousands of dollars. 

‘Tt’ s in no way in the best interest of the child,” Rosenberg said. 

And even the defendant agrees. 

Outraged with Hutcherson’s ruling, the defendant’s attorney, Jef- 
frey Judd, submitted a motion on Sept. 2 claiming that the settle- 
ment order was “detrimental to the welfare of the infant” and that 
delivering $200,000 to an 18-year-old was undesirable “even for a 
brilliant teen, let alone a neurologically compromised young lady.” 

An employee who answered the telephone in Hutcherson’s 
chambers said the judge had no comment on the case.

Beets, a friend of Vargas. “At first she didn’t realize that she turned 
around and ran away from the car. I don’t know if she got screwed 
up because of what happened or because of the antibiotics.” 
Although Vargas’ memory is hazy, and she is currently on a lot of 
medication, the native Texan remembered that while walking home 
last Sunday she heard a car revving its motor and speeding toward 
her. As she ran across Fifth Avenue, the vehicle, which Vargas de- 
scribed as a “truck,” although the police report indicated “sedan,” 
veered toward her. forcing Vargas to leap to the side of the road. 

Although staving off almost certain death, the vehicle still 
rammed against her right hip, hurtling her to the ground. 

“Of course, in Brooklyn you get a lot of macho-camacho guys 
who like to try and scare you,” she said. “But he sped up even more 
and I was like, ‘Oh my gosh, what are you trying to do, kill me?”’ 

As the truck driver sped off, two strangers came to Vargas’ res- 
cue. The three watched in frozen terror as the drove northbound on 
Fifth Avenue for a block before stopping at a red light 

“He stopped a little down the way,” recalled Vargas. “Why did 
he stop? Was he coming back to finish me off? He was still there, 
waiting. Just waiting for at least a minute, but it seemed longer in 
my mind.” 

Vargas had spent Saturday night at the home of a friend’s par- 
ents on the Upper East Side. After dinner, she met up with some 
other friends in Manhattan, where they listened to music into the 
early hours of Sunday morning. Beets, who was not with Vargas 
that nigh! said her friend had not been drinking. 

Vargas, who moved to Bay Ridge from San Antonio over the 
summer, is expected to remain in the hospital for at least three 
more weeks and may face more surgery. She said it could be 
months before she can walk again. 

It took Vargas three days before she was awake and alert, said 
Beets, who added that her friend is usually bursting with energy. 

“The only thing that’s going to stop Augusta from being Au- 
gusta is her getting hit by a car,” said Beets, a Boerum Hill resi- 
dent who has been bringing Vargas shampoo and other necessi- 
ties to the hospital. Vargas’ father, meanwhile, flew in from Texas 
on Saturday to be with his daughter. 

Derek Pippin, who works with Vargas at YRB, said that he 
was initially worried by the severity of Vargas’ visible injuries. 

“The first time I saw her I was pretty worried,” said Pippin, 
22, who met Vargas while the two worked as backup dancers for 
the musician Neil Young. “But the next time, you know, she was 
laughing and she looked a lot better.”

May to mid-October that number swells to 26, plus a lieutenant 
and four sergeants. 

A spokesman for Brooklyn South, Lt. James Woods, said 
Chief Fox was still evaluating the need for a year-round expand- 
ed park patrol and would make a decision soon. 

Community Board 6 has been asking the police department to 
keep the additional patrol year-round for the past three years. 

“We think this should be a priority,” said the board’s district 
manager, Craig Hammerman. 

While the number of incidents in the park is down from last 
year, park users have been on alert following a series of mug- 
gings and sexual assaults. 

Just two weeks ago a woman was groped while jogging 
through the park, and on Sept. 30, two men were stabbed in sep- 
arate attacks in the park. 

Just before 9 pm, a trio of attackers set upon a 42-year-old 
man on East Drive, north of the zoo. Following a scuffle, the men 
stabbed the victim in the chest and right arm and made off with 
his jacket. Five minutes later, the roving band of thugs attacked a 
22-year-old man near the Eastern Parkway entrance to the park, 
at Grand Army Plaza. One of the attackers pulled out a box cut- 
ter and slashed the victim’s throat. The suspects made off with 
$70. Police said the victim refused medical attention. 

An 18-year-old from Crown Heights was arrested in the attack. 

On Sept. 17, a man sexually assaulted an 11-year-old boy 
around 9 am in a section of the park near Empire Boulevard. 

And on Sept. 2, Police Officer Anthony Ward, 30, an officer of 
the 78th Precinct’s Prospect Park detail, nabbed an ex-con as he 
viciously pummeled a woman near the Third Street entrance off 
Prospect Park West. Ward was patrolling the park in his scooter 
when he passed an abandoned bicycle at around noon and came 
upon the attack when he looked into the bushes to inspect the sit- 
uation closer. He chased down the attacker. 

On July 10, a 45-year-old woman was attacked at Lookout Hill, 
inside the park off Prospect Park South and Terrace Place, around 
10:45 am. Her assailant was scared off by another jogger as she 
tried to fight her attacker. 

In January, a woman reported to police that she was raped in 
Prospect Park during the night near what is known as the Three

Bay Ridge preservation- 
ists fighting to save the 
neighborhood from over- 
zealous developers may 
have finally won some 
reprieve. 

In a meeting last week with 
Councilman Vincent Gentile, 
City Planning Commissioner 
Amanda Burden agreed to 
turn her attention towards pre- 
serving the leafy streets of 
Bay Ridge. 

“In Brooklyn, City Plan- 
ning will be focusing on Bay 
Ridge as its next initiative,” 
said City Planning spokes- 
woman Rachaele Raynoff. 
“Bay Ridge is certainly on the 
agenda, the department is ex- 
amining the many issues relat- 
ing to inappropriate develop- 
ment throughout Bay Ridge.” 

“We will be working on a 
proposal to protect the charac- 
ter of the neighborhood,” 
Raynoff added. 

At the heart of the matter is 
the Bay Ridge Special Dis- 
trict, a set of zoning guidelines 
established in 1978 to protect 
the character of the communi- 
ty. While well-intentioned, the 
zoning was ultimately flawed, 
capping building height, but

Cops: Man robbed 
bank to pay rent

A Dyker Heights man 
behind on his rent took to 
robbing area banks this 
week so that he could pay 
his landlord, police say. 

Before being nabbed on 
80th Street near the Gowanus 
Expressway Oct. 23, a pair of 
bank robberies squared the un- 
failingly polite Adrian Collins, 
24, of 1462 Ovington Ave., 
with his landlord, who was de- 
manding three months’ back 
rent, police said. 

Officers Robert Cox and 


Artie Muia, of the 68th 
Precinct, managed to track the 
alleged bank robber while 
crossing an overpass between 
Seventh and Eighth avenues at 
around 3:55 pm. 

“It’s very easy for a crimi- 
nal to get away if he’s near an 
overpass,” said Deputy Inspec- 
tor Matthew Pontillo, com- 
manding officer of the 
precinct. “You can get trapped 
on one side of the highway, 
and then he’s gone.” 

Collins’ journey from cash- 
strapped to handcuffed began 
at a North Fork Bank on 86th 
Street at Fourth Avenue, ac- 
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cording to police, who said 
witnesses described seeing a 
man wearing a long black coat 
with a hood demanding cash 
by way of a note. The note 
said simply, “Give me all the $ 
you have, thank you.” Collins 
allegedly thanked the teller a 
second time before fleeing 
with $1,800, according to po- 

Just as the officers arrived, 
a call came in through the ra- 
dio announcing another bank 
robbery, on Fifth Avenue at 
78th Street, this time at the 
upstate New York-based 
M&T Bank. 

It was in the hour between 
the two robberies, however, 
that the man’s desperation be- 
came clear. Collins dropped 
by the Fifth Avenue real estate 
office that manages his apart- 
ment and paid $1,600 in back 
rent to an employee there, 
who gave him a receipt for the 
transaction, said Pontillo. 

‘The funny part,” said Pon- 
tillo, “is that when he was 
leaving he asked the lady, 
‘Hey, is there any banks any- 
where around here?”’ 

He proceeded to M&T 
Bank, where a quick-thinking 
teller handed Collins $460 
equipped with a dye pack. 
Minutes later, while fleeing 
east on 78th Street, the wad 
exploded, covering most of 
the money with red ink. 

“The flash pack obliterates 
some of the money and stains 
his clothes with red dye,” said 
Pontillo, “but he gathers up 
the rest and puts it in his wal- 
let and keeps running.” 

Collins, who was scheduled 
to face a grand jury Oct. 29 on 
charges of grand larceny, 
criminal possession of stolen 
property and two counts of 
petty larceny, was arrested 
earlier this year for allegedly 
driving while intoxicated, 
Pontillo said. Bail for Collins 
was set at $10,000. 

Reached at his office, 
Collins’ attorney, Lawrence 
Omanski said, “No com- 
ment,” and then hung up the 
telephone.

Prior to this we were not on 
the radar screen,” said Gentile, 
who is facing a re-election 
challenge on Nov. 4. 

But to some, the boasting is 
well-deserved. 

Victoria Hofmo, president 
of the Bay Ridge Conservancy, 
which has been fighting for 
more than six years to change 
the zoning to protect older 
houses in Bay Ridge, said, 
“Now, within five or six 
months [of forming the preser- 
vation committee] we’re actu- 
ally having things happen.” 

Gentile formed the volun- 
teer committee and appointed 
Hofmo co-chair after he took 
office in February. 

Gentile was quick this 
week to thank Council Speak- 
er Gifford Miller for arranging 
the meeting with Burden. 

“The speaker is very con- 
cerned about the levels of de- 
velopment in Bay Ridge as 
well as in other parts of the 
city,” said Miler spokesman 
Gur Tsabar. “He and his staff 
are currently examining this 
issue closely, and in the mean 
time are helping council mem- 
bers address it however they 

Tsabar noted that Miller’s 
role in organizing the meeting 
did not indicate that Bay 
Ridge necessarily faced the 
most pressing development 
problems, but rather was 
among a litany of neighbor- 
hoods that needed to be re-ex- 
amined. 

“The good news is that 
Amanda Burden is aware of 
the concerns we’ve had and 
she has told us that we have 
the commitment of her of- 
fice,” Gentile said. “It’s not 
just a borough thing anymore, 
we have the commitment 
from the city.”

Q: “My 9-year-old daugh- 
ter worries a lot about her 
weight and appearance. She 
eats balanced meals, I’ve al- 
ways stressed exercise for 
health, we drink lots of wa- 
ter and I don’t buy junk.

A: “Do I look fat?” is a 
question that pops up at all 
ages, even in first grade, and 
parents need to pick their 
words wisely to combat an 
unhealthy pursuit of thin. 

“Right now, her daughter is 
in a breeding ground for eat- 
ing disorders,” says Kaffie 
McCullough, executive direc- 
tor of Girls’ Outdoor Adven- 
ture for Leadership in Atlanta, 
an organization she founded 
to support girls as they navi- 
gate the middle-school years. 

About a third of women 
and men with eating disorders 
reported an onset between age 
1 1 and 15, says a study by the 
National Association of 
Anorexia Nervosa. Ten per- 
cent reported an onset by age 
10 and younger.

The Voice 
of the People

If you believe in democracy, it 
seems to me that you have to take 
seriously the idea of the voice of 
the people. Mayor Bloomberg says 
he believes the same thing, but his 
recent actions suggest that, in fact, 
this is true only in certain selected 
cases, such as the idea of elimi- 
nating party primaries. When it 
comes to other issues - studying 
potential limits on class sizes in 
public schools, for example - the 
voice of the people seems to be 
the last thing he wants to hear. 

Eliminating party primaries is an 
issue that has become dear to the 
Mayor’s heart. He has proposed 
that in municipal elections there 
would be only one primary in which 
any and all candidates would run, 
whatever their party affiliation. The 
top two finishers would then go on 
to decide the election in a runoff. 

Many people think this is not a 
good idea, including such tradition- 
al good government groups such 
as Common Cause, the New York 
City Bar Association and Citizens’ 
Union. 

These and other critics of this 
notion say that such a measure 
would reduce voter involvement 
and make voters’ choice more diffi- 
cult by obscuring where candidates 
stand on issues. The primary bene- 
ficiaries of this scheme would be 
candidates - like the Mayor him- 
self, although if passed the meas- 
ure would not affect an election 
until 2009 - who have the money 
and resources to run a major cam- 
paign on their own. What ordinary 
person could take on a challenge 
like this without the backing of a 
party or organization? 


Mayor and his supporters, at least 
on this issue. 

Contrast with this the Mayor’s 
stance on reducing class size. 
More than 115,000 voters - well 
over twice the required number - 
signed petitions over the summer 
to put this issue on November’s 
ballot. 

The measure itself would not 
impose any limits on class size. It 
would simply create a Charter 
Review Commission to study the 
issue and make recommendations 
that would then be put to voters 
hopefully in November of 2004. 
Listed as Question 6, it was slated 
to be on this November’s ballot 
until Mayor Bloomberg ordered it 
removed. He said he didn’t want 
any other ballot questions distract- 
ing voters’ attention from his pro- 
posal, Question 3, and two addi- 
tional proposals he is pushing. 

New Yorkers for Smaller Classes 
- a broad-based coalition of par- 
ents, educators, clergy, civic organ- 
izations, community groups, labor 
unions and others that spearhead- 
ed the drive to put Question 6 on 
the ballot - went to court. State 
Supreme Court Justice Louise 
Gans ruled earlier this month that 
the Mayor’s attempt to “bump” the 
class size proposal was unconsti- 
tutional and violated the right to 
free speech. 

Now any parent instinctively 
knows that children are likely to 
get more attention and a better 
education in smaller classes. Any 
teacher who has spent a day in a 
classroom will tell you the same 
thing. Dozens of states already 
have class size reduction legisla- 
tion in place. And there are reams 
of research showing the merits of 


small class size. This isn’t rocket 
science or brain surgery. Most 
education experts, parents, teach- 
ers and the public at large agree 
that smaller, more manageable 
classes are more desirable and 
better for kids. 

Ideally, the Mayor would have 
joined us in such a study commis- 
sion. If he was unwilling to do 
that, he could at least have decid- 
ed that the courts had spoken and 
let the matter drop. But instead he 
pushed for an appeal, and the 
Appellate Division sided with him, 
knocking Question 6 off the ballot. 

Proponents of Question 6 have 
taken the matter to the New York 
State Court of Appeals, and as 
this column went to press, the 
Court of Appeals had not yet 
ruled. 

Question 3 - eliminating party 
primaries - will be on the ballot. If 
Question 6 - the class size study 
commission - does get on the bal- 
lot, it will mark a real opportunity 
for the voice of the people to be 
heard about something that plays 
a pivotal role in teachers’ ability to 
give kids a quality education. 

Just ask yourself: Which ques- 
tion better reflects the voice of the 
people? Is it the one supported by 
more than 115,000 voters who 
signed petitions for it, along with 
thousands and thousands of par- 
ents? Or is it the one whose prin- 
cipal advocate is a single individ- 
ual accustomed to getting his 
way? 

You decide.

obsessive concern about fat, 
particularly in females, unfor- 
tunately the daughter’s con- 
cerns are more normal than 
any of us in the health care 
field would like to see,” says 
McCullough, a former therapist. 
“The mother can be most help- 
ful by assuring her daughter that 
her body is preparing her to be a 
healthy adult woman.” 

Rule out “sneaky snacks,” 
suggests a reader, and help 
your daughter understand her 
body is changing shape to en- 
ter puberty. 

Before starting puberty, 
girls may gain a little weight 
before they gain height, says 
Francine Kaufman. MD, a pe- 
diatric endocrinologist at the 
School of Medicine at Univer- 
sity of Southern California. 
“Puberty and menses them- 
selves do not really cause 
weight gain beyond what 
should be occurring from 
growth and body fat changes 
with increasing hips and 
breasts,” she says. 

What’s helpful: An annual 
tracking of your child’s weight 
gain relative to height gain, or 
body mass index, says Nancy 
Krebs, MD, head of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Pediatrics’ 
Committee on Nutrition. 

Worrisome patterns can be 
detected, she says. For exam- 
ple, if your child was at the 
50th percentile at age 5 on the 
BMI chart, at 75th by age 6, 
and by age 7 she’s at the 85th, 
the weight-gain pattern puts 
her at risk for obesity. 

Children who struggle with 
obesity have a genetic predis- 
position for weight gain, 
Kaufman says. 

“The metabolic rate for peo- 
ple, the rate at which we use 
calories, is different for every- 
one,” she explains. “Some peo- 
ple bum calories fast and never 
gain weight others hardly bum 
them and have a tendency to 


gain weight. Those who tend to 
gain weight likely may have 
heavier parents, and in some 
ways this rate of metabolism is 
genetic.” 

Occasionally children de- 
velop an abnormality such as 
hypothyroidism and gain too 
much weight, Kaufman says. 
Those children may have a 
swelling in the neck because 
of enlargement of the thyroid 
gland. This is rare, she says, 
although some mothers wrote 
into Parent-to-Parent to ex- 
plain that a lazy thyroid was 
the culprit in excessive weight 
gain for their kids. 

“A few years ago, I had the 
same problem,” says a mother. 
“My daughter’s pediatrician 
kept telling me to see a nutri- 
tionist to learn how to cut 
down on her eating and to 
make sure she was eating 
good food. I was already feed- 
ing her good nutritious food. 
She was eating like a bird, par- 
ticipating in sports, yet kept 
gaining weight. Finally, he 
tested her for hypothyroidism 
and that was the problem.” 

Reader Kate Gomberg, 


agrees: “If her daughter is 
kickboxing and Irish dancing, 
doesn’t overeat and is still 
slightly overweight and still 
gaining weight, she needs to 
have her thyroid levels tested. 
I was diagnosed with hypothy- 
roidism when I was seven.” 

If you’re puzzled by your 
child’s weight gain despite 
healthy eating habits and exer- 
cise, ask your health-care 
provider to determine the ap- 
propriate weight for your child 
based on gender, age, height 
and body build. 

Can you help? 

“My daughter plans to 
home-school her three chil- 
dren, now ages 4, 2 and 10 
months. My first reaction is 
one of skepticism, but I’m try- 
ing to keep an open mind. She 
started the 4-year-old on a 
home-schooling curriculum 
for kindergarten this fall, and 
they’re having fun with it. I’d 
like to hear more about home- 
schooling.” — a grandmother

Police and fire stations 
lacked sufficient backup 
power, telephone systems 
failed and the public 
address system in a key 
city building didn’t work, 
according to a city report 
on its response to the 
August blackout. 

The Fire Department’s dis- 
patch system in Brooklyn 
collapsed after backup pow- 
er-generating equipment at 
Verizon’s midtown Manhat- 
tan office went down, accord- 
ing to the report, “Enhancing 
New York City’s Emergency 
Preparedness,” and the Emer- 
gency Medical Service re- 
sponse failed citywide. 

The problems at the Veri- 
zon office interrupted cell 
phone and land-line service, 
including at the city Office of 
Emergency Management’s 
emergency operations center 
near Fulton Landing, police 
precincts, hospitals and fire- 
houses during the blackout. 

The blackout, which began 
the afternoon of Aug. 14 and 
lasted about a day, engulfed 
much of the Northeast and 
parts of the Midwest and 
Canada. 

“The city was fortunate 
that the loss of power oc- 
curred in nice weather during 
daylight hours, was of limited 
duration and occurred at the 
end of the workweek,” said 
the report, which was issued 
Tuesday. 

A Verizon spokesman said 
that the report put too much 
blame on the phone company 
but that over the past month it 
has purchased several new 
backup generators. 

“We should not lose sight 
of the real problem here — a 
power blackout of unique 
proportions,” spokesman 
Daniel Diaz Zapata said in a 
statement. 

“Verizon was not the cause 
but rather a victim like every- 
one in the Northeast.” 

Diaz added that “Verizon’s 
network performed astonish- 
ingly well.” 

The blackout cost the city 
between $700 million and $1 
billion, according to the 
analysis, conducted by city 
officials and corporate execu- 
tives. The number of serious 
fires during the blackout was 
six times the normal number, 
largely because of accidents 
with candles. The number of 
deaths attributable directly to 
the blackout was unclear. 

While the report concludes 
that most things went rela- 
tively smoothly during the 
blackout, it found that much 
of what did go wrong was 
due to lack of communication 
between city agencies and in- 
sufficient backup power sup- 

“Many city offices and pri- 
vate-sector functions did not 
have sufficient backup power 
in place, including key agen- 
cies such as the departments 
of health, sanitation, trans- 
portation and neighborhood 
firehouses,” the report said. 
“A small percentage of emer- 
gency generators failed to op- 
erate, either failing to initiate 
power generation or ceasing 
to operate during the blackout 
due to mechanical failure or 
exhaustion of fuel supply.” 

Also, radio repeaters and 
radio systems failed due to 
lack of backup energy and 
the mayor was unable to 
communicate with the city 
effectively because City Hall 
— which did have backup 
power — lacked the equip- 
ment and space to operate as 
an emergency command cen- 
ter. 

Finally, when power went 
out at the Municipal Build- 
ing, which houses 16 city 
agencies and some 2,250 em- 
ployees, the public address 
system failed because there

The report offers 35 rec- 
ommendations, including 
strengthening the city’s com- 
mand center structure; re- 
ordering the 911 system so 
callers can report incidents to 
the fire or police depart- 
ments; and developing a “pri- 
vate wired and wireless com- 


Several of the proposals 
would likely be prohibitively 
expensive for a city that faces 
a $2 billion deficit in the up- 
coming fiscal year. 

“Some of the things are 
practical, that you’ll be able 
to fix easily, some long-term, 
some things, maybe the real 
world is you just say, ‘It 
would be nice if, but we 
probably won’t in the real 
world get there,”’ Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg said.

Green seeks to

Gloria Mattera has been fighting for peace and 
justice for as long as she can remember. 

The struggle began in her teens when the Bensonhurst 
native fought simultaneously against the war in Vietnam 
and for the right to wear blue jeans to junior high school. 

That spirit hasn’t left the 46-year-old Park Slope resi- 
dent, wife and mother who this year has mounted yet an- 
other Quixotic campaign in the 39th Councilmanic Dis- 
trict of Carroll Gardens, Kensington, Park Slope and 
Windsor Terrace on the Green Party line. 

First-term Democratic Councilman Bill DeBlasio is 
seeking re-election and while even Mattera concedes 
that it will most likely remain in his hands that hasn’t 
stopped her from using the campaign trail to spread her 
anti-war message. 

You might have seen Mattera’s green signs around 
Park Slope and Carroll Gardens, with the “o” in Gloria 
conspicuously replaced with a peace symbol. Or you 
might have noticed Mattera campaigning in the back of 
a pedicab bicycle last weekend. 

Joined by an entourage of cyclists and a Rollerblader. 
Mattera made the rounds from Carroll Gardens to Park 
Slope distributing campaign literature and spreading her 
anti-war message. 

That the City Council has no purview over the na- 
tion’s actions in Afghanistan or Iraq means little to Mat- 
tera. While the council came under fire last year for 
spending too much time deliberating over the wording 
of an anti-war resolution instead of, say, drafting real 
city legislation, Mattera said such a resolution sends a 
strong national message. 

“War is a local issue,” she says.

As the entire City Council 
comes up for re-election On 
Tuesday, Nov. 4, two Brownstone 
Brooklyn Democratic incumbents, 
David Yassky and Bill DeBlasio, 
have little to fear.

Charles 
Schumer when he was in the House 
of Representatives and helped draft 
the Brady Law, which established 
guidelines for the purchase of hand- 
guns and a national background 
check system, as well as the assault- 
weapons ban and the Violence 
Against Women Act. 

In the council, as chairman of the 
select committee on waterfronts, 
Yassky says he is most proud of the 
progress made on developing the 
DUMBO and Brooklyn Heights wa- 
terfront, the Park Slope rezoning and 
progress made at the long-troubled 
PS 8 on Hicks Street in the Heights. 

Stella Harmatiuk is running against 


Yassky on the Republican and Con- 
servative lines. Harmatiuk garnered 
10 percent of the vote when she ran 
against Greenpoint Assemblyman 
Joseph Lentol in 2000. 

Harmatiuk could not be reached 
for comment by press time. 

DeBlasio, whose district includes 
Cobble Hill, Carroll Gardens, Park 
Slope, Windsor Terrace, Kensington 
and parts of Red Hook and Bay Ridge, 
was also elected in 2001 , after winning 
a six-way Democratic primary. 

He chairs the council’s General 
Welfare committee. 

DeBlasio also hit the streets this 
week, talking to voters and distribut- 
ing campaign literature. 

Running on a platform of education. 


public safety and affordable housing, 
DeBlasio, who was Hillary Clinton’s 
campaign manager in her successful 
2000 run for U.S. Senate, says he’s 
been able to deliver to the community. 

“As a member of the education 
committee I’ve put a lot of effort into 
defending the education budget,” De- 
Blasio said, noting that he secured al- 
most $70,000 in technology grants for 
each school in his district. 

DeBlasio also secured funding for 
new scooters for the police depart- 
ment, one of which was used by a po- 
lice officer who thwarted an attempt- 
ed rape over the summer. DeBlasio 
has also secured $250,000 for the 
precincts in his district to upgrade 
their telecommunications system. 


Looking to the future, DeBlasio 
says he will continue the fight to re- 
open the Carroll Gardens firehouse 
closed this year, and push for the de- 
velopment of affordable housing 
along Fourth Avenue in Park Slope. 

Before working for Clinton, De- 
Blasio worked in the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment. He also served on School 
Board 15. 

DeBlasio is being challenged by 
Green Party candidate Gloria Mattera 
and Republican Luke Vander Linden 
in the overwhelmingly Democratic 
district. 

Asked about the upcoming elec- 
tion, DeBlasio said, “You don’t take 
any race tightly.”

ship, Herbert has accused James 
of being a tool of the party. 

“She is such a political hack, 
she will be controlled by the 
party machine,” Herbert told 
The Brooklyn Papers this week. 

“I want to focus on the issues 
and not respond to negative crit- 
icisms,” James retorted when 
asked about the remark. 

While Davis did not make 
the Church of the Open Door 
forum, last week, at Brown 
Memorial Baptist Church in 
Clinton Hill, he nearly 
stormed out when a panel 
asked him about his criminal 
past including an arrest for so- 
liciting a prostitute and failure 
to pay child support. 

Davis later told The Papers 
that he wasn’t upset about be- 
ing asked about his past, but 
that he felt was being singled

“My name is Geoffrey 
Davis, not Jeffrey Dahmer,” he 
said, referring to the serial 
killer and adding that he has 
never been in prison. 

“I’ve never been in Rikers 
Island and they want to make 
out tike I’m a mass murderer. I 
work with youth,” Davis said. 

While Davis is proud that 
he made an educational come- 
back after dropping out of high 
school — he went on to earn 
his GED and later a master’s 


degree from Long Island Uni- 
versity — that did tittle to im- 
press the audience at the 
Church of the Open Door. 

After Davis’ representative, 
Eloise Nurse, made her pitch 
to the crowd, highlighting how 
impressive it was that Davis 
earned a graduate degree after 
being a high school dropout, 
the audience seem less then 

“That’s not impressive,” 
one woman quipped. 


Davis, a political novice, 
claims he learned everything 
he knows from working along- 
side his brother, who he calls 
“the greatest elected official” 
the district has ever seen. 

“I am unbought and un- 
bossed,” Davis said when 
asked about his qualifications. 

The candidates differ on 
certain issues. James is for re- 
instating a commuter tax, 
while Herbert is against it. 

The one thing the candi- 


dates are united in is their op- 
position to a potential arena to 
house the New Jersey Nets. 
Developer Bruce Ratner has 
made a bid to bring the team 
to Brooklyn and build an are- 
na on a site at Atlantic and 
Flatbush avenues, but the can- 
didates said that the arena 
does not belong in Fort 
Greene. 

Just days after his brother 
was killed, Geoffrey Davis 
announced that he would run 
for the seat representing Fort 
Greene, Clinton Hill and 
parts of Crown Heights, 
Prospect Heights, Bedford- 
Stuyvesant and Downtown 
Brooklyn.

in Brooklyn, was not endorsed by the Brooklyn Democrats for 
re-election last year, but managed to win a bruising primary bat- 
tle anyway. She hopes to pull off another such Rocky-like coup 
this Tuesday. 

Campaigning outside Borough Hall this week, Lopez Torres 
said she turned to the Working Families Party because they gave 
her an opportunity to get on the ballot. 

Asked what the difference was between the screening panels 
for the two parties, Lopez Torres simply said, “the evaluators.” 

After a tally of 91-21 at the Sept. 16 Democratic judicial con- 
vention voted her down, Lopez Torres told The Brooklyn Papers, 
“Precisely as I expected. I think that the deals were done. I don’t 
think the judicial delegates are very independent, unfortunately.” 

As opposed to district leaders and elected officials, the Work- 
ing Families Party screening panel is made up of law professors, 
former judges and bar association representatives, according to 
Working Families Party spokeswoman Robin Epstein 

Lopez Torres is joined on the slate by Alexander Eisemann, 
Robert Newman, Rosemary Palladino and Lyle Silversmith, as 
well as two incumbent Democrats, judges Theodore Jones and 
Herbert Kramer. 

At its judicial convention, the Democratic Party endorsed Civ- 
il Court judges Bruce Balter, Arthur Schack, Mark Solomon, 
Bernadette Bayne and Raymond Guzman. Incumbent Supreme 
Court justices Michael Pesce, Theodore Jones and Herbert 
Kramer were given the nod for re-election. 

Not all Brooklyn Democrats are toeing the party tine, howev- 

Bay Ridge Democratic District Leader Joanne Seminara is 
supporting Lopez Torres. 

“I objected to the process and the way the vote was taken,” 
Seminara said, adding that she believes that Lopez Torres is high- 
ly qualified for the job. 

And Brooklyn Heights Councilman David Yassky, who beat 
the party's candidate. Steve Cohn, to gain the Democratic nomi- 
nation in 2001, said he was supporting three of the Working 
Families Party candidates — Eisenman, Newman and Lopez 
Torres — who he called “first-rate candidates that would make 
first-rate judges.” 

“We need to send a message that we should select judges on 
merit,” Yassky told The Papers. “These should not be patronage 
jobs. We should put the most qualified people on the bench. I 
think the way the Working Families Party went about that was 
the right way.” 

Several Brooklyn Democratic clubs including Park Slope’s 
Lambda Independent Democrats (LID) also backed Lopez Tor- 

“The process by which the Democrats came about deciding 
who was going to be on their ballot was flawed. I’m not sure if it 
was less flawed this year or similarly flawed but more open,” 
said LID President Dan Tietz. 

The Brooklyn Bar Association, which evaluates all of the judi- 
cial candidates, gave their approval to all of the candidates on the 
Working Families and Democratic Party tines except for Bayne 
and Silversmith. 

Barry Kamins, chairman of the bar’s Judiciary Committee, de- 
clined to comment on why those candidates were not given the 
Brooklyn Bar Association’s approval.

semblywoman Joan Miliman, a Democrat, at a press conference 
organized by Borough President Marty Markowitz at Borough 
Hall Wednesday. ‘Tf it’s soup you want, there’s no way of know- 
ing whether it’s soup you’ll be getting. It could be a can of peas.” 

Critics like Miliman argue that eliminating party labels from 
ballots would confuse voters, who often see them as a beacon to- 
ward one political philosophy or the other. They also contend that 
the names of wealthier candidates with more marketing dollars to 
spend on advertising would overshadow lesser-known candidates. 

Supporters of the charter amendment, which was initiated by 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg, a Democrat-turned Republican, say 
the changes would stimulate voter turnout and bolster more com- 
petitive races. They also say it would force voters to get to know 
intimately the candidates’ platforms instead of relying on party 
loyalty. 

“It leads to clarity because you’re telling voters the things that 
voters should know about you,” said Pat Russo, a Republican 
running against incumbent Democratic City Councilman Vincent 
Gentile in Bay Ridge’s 43rd District. “It should, and it must be, 
more than just party tines.” 

The referendum on Tuesday’s ballot comes as the result of a 
Charter Revision Commission created by Bloomberg that voted 
in support of the proposal in late August. At least four other com- 
missions, including three during the Giuliani administration, have 
been created to study the idea. 

Nonpartisan elections are held in 41 of the largest cities in the 
country, including Chicago and Los Angeles. But along with 
Philadelphia, New York City is one of few holdouts. 

“Historically, charter amendments tike this have not caught on 
in New York,” said political consultant Gerry O’Brien. “Because 
it’s an older state, it’s more conservative when it comes to 
changes tike this. California and the western states are newer and 
as a result they’re wilting to take on these changes.” 

And that is precisely what some Democrats are afraid of. 
Markowitz on Wednesday likened nonpartisan elections to the 
California gubernatorial recall, with its list of 135 candidates. Un- 
der the referendum, Democratic and Republican primaries would 
be consolidated to one nonpartisan primary ballot in September, 
with the top-two candidates running against each other in No- 
vember. 

“It operates tike the “free-for-all recall election of the Califor- 
nia governor,” said Markowitz. 

But Bob Conroy, chairman of the Kings County Independence 
Party, said the Democrats were acting tike politick hacks. 

“The Democrats should be the first on board to support the ref- 
erendum because this is a question of fairness, and that’s what 
Democrats used to represent,” said Conroy, who was at one time 
a registered Democrat. “It’s become a party of professional potiti- 

Conroy’s Independence Party stands to gain from a nonparti- 
san ballot that makes no distinction between Democrats, Repub- 
licans and third parties. 

“It’s neither fish nor fowl,” said O’Brien. “But Democrats feel 
threatened by anything they feel diminishes their party or that 
would threaten their clout.” 

Joseph Mercurio, a political consultant who’s worked on some 
500 campaigns over 25 years including that of the late Democra- 
tic Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynihan, said that whether or not the 
referendum passes, voters will still stick closely to party lines, 
which, during general elections, will be easier because each can- 
didate’s party is listed. 

“Nonpartisan elections are, theoretically, a good thing,” he 
said, “but it really doesn’t change the election that much.” 

The proposal will appear as Question 3 on the ballot in the 
Tuesday, Nov. 4 election. Polls are open 6 am to 9 pm.

Home owners: How does a $110,000 tax 
deduction sound? 

Here’s how it works: In order to preserve 
the facades of historic buildings, the federal 
government allows a 10-to 15-percent in- 
come tax deduction. In New York, the aver- 
age percentage is 11 percent; on a $1 million 
property, that’s $110,000, which can be 
spread over six years, and can usually be ap- 
plied to the property owner’s federal and state 
income tax return. There are no minimums or 
maximums as to a property’s value. 

The tax break is in return for agreeing to 
the National Architectural Trust’s pre-ap- 
proval of exterior changes for the life of the 
building, which for many Brooklyn neigh- 
borhoods, is already required by the Land- 
marks Preservation Commission, points out 
Robert Regevik, a Park Slope real estate 
broker and the Brooklyn area manager of 
the Trust. 

The basic restrictions relate to structure 
modifications. Proposed changes must be 
consistent with the property’s original archi- 
tectural style. 

Neighborhoods in Brooklyn with his- 
toric districts include: Bay Ridge, Brook- 
lyn Heights, Carroll Gardens, Cobble Hill, 
Ditmas Park, Fort Greene, Fulton Ferry, 
Greenpoint, Park Slope, Prospect-Lefferts 
Gardens, Prospect Park South, and Sunset 
Park. Some of these districts are very small 
(a single block in Bay Ridge) while others 
are more extensive (Sunset Park’s historic 
district stretches from 38th to 64th streets 
between Fourth and Seventh avenues). 

Property owners are required to donate 
10 percent of the easement value to the 
Trust, which is also tax deductible, and 



must provide the appraisal fee for the prop- 
erty, which is roughly $1,000. The Trust 
handles the paperwork and estimates the 
process takes less than three hours of the 
property owner’s time (although the 
process itself takes 90 days).

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Babes in 
boy-land 

Brooklyns lady chefs 
talk about their trials by 
fire on way to the top

T here were a couple of 
comments that I didn’t 
want to hear when I set 
out to write about women 
chefs and their restaurant kit- 

One was, “We cook to nur- 
ture,” and the other was, “A 
woman’s kitchen is calmer and 
more supportive.” 

I believe those statements. I 
know that preparing meals for 
one’s family is nurturing, and 
the kitchen has long been con- 
sidered the heart of the home, 
but what about restaurant 
kitchens where testosterone 
levels run high? Wouldn’t a 
“nurturer” get crushed in that 
environment? 

Didn’t a woman need chops 
— so to speak — to rise to the 
top of the restaurant food chain? 

The woman I envisioned 
leading a kitchen crew made 
Anthony Bourdain (the bad-boy 
chef and author of “Kitchen 
Confidential”) look like Fanny 
Farmer in a frilly apron. She 
could out-drink the guys at night 
then sharpen her knife and 
butcher the 300-pound cow in 
the meat locker. I was sure my 
alpha she-chef existed in Brook- 
lyn. But the harder I 
looked the more elu- 
sive she became. In 
fact, finding female ex- 
ecutive chefs of any 
temperament working 
in local restaurants 
proved difficult. 

It seemed ironic: 
women in their own 
homes have always been the 
lunch box staffers, birthday 
cake bakers and dinner makers. 
(And, yes, I’m aware of stay-at- 
home dads, and men who make 

week, but how many are we 
talking about? One in 50?) But 
it seems that in Brooklyn, and 
in many American cities, a 
woman’s place is anywhere but 
the top tiers of the restaurant 
kitchen. 

Pat Bartholomew, a profes- 
sor in the hospitality manage- 
ment program of New York 


City College of Technology in 
Downtown Brooklyn, and a 
former chef, sa d R taurants 
in America were based on Eu- 
ropean kitchens, where young 
men in their teens were appren- 
ticed to older chefs and did all 
the grunt work.” 

While Bartholomew ac- 
knowledges that in the late ’60s 
and early ’70s feminism al- 
lowed women access into com- 
mercial kitchens, and that in to- 
day’s kitchens “entry level 
positions are available for 
everyone,” she adds ruefully, 
“it’s still pretty much an old- 
boys’ network.” 

The kitchens some of the 
women made their culinary 
rites of passage through sound 
like wild flat parties. 

“Men’s kitchens were al- 
ways really competitive,” said 
Rebecca Peters, 32, the soft- 
spoken executive chef of Co- 
cotte in Park Slope. “I worked 
in places where chefs burned 
one another when they made 
mistakes. They threw things. 
They’d put wasabi powder in 
someone’s drink and say it was 
limeade. 

“In a man’s kitchen,” said 
Peters, “everyone has to tell 
their war stories about the 
toughest kitchens they’ve lived

through. You tell your story and 
if it measures up, then the guys 
are like, ‘Well, OK, you’re in 
the group, circle up.” 

Although long-held, chau- 
vinist attitudes toward women 
in the restaurant kitchen have 
kept many women back, blam- 
ing the kitchen hierarchy on 
women’s slow rise to the top is 
too simple. As Park Sloper 
Rozanne Gold, a former chef of 
The Rainbow Room, entertain- 
ment editor for Bon Appetit 
magazine and author of the 
James Beard Award-winning 


“1-2-3” cookbooks put it, 
“Women have to make differ- 
ent choices than men. Early in 
their careers they have to de- 
cide between their passion for 
cooking and starting a family.” 

Bartholomew gives women 
five to 10 years before they 
“start disappearing from restau- 
rant kitchens. They have life 
decisions to make — relation- 
ships and children.” Choices 
that male chefs — who can 
participate in family life as long 
as their significant others are 
free to care for children — nev- 
er have to face. Women who 
opt for relationships outside 
their kitchen families find 
themselves in a balancing act 
between home and work 
where, more often than not, the 
kitchen wins out. 

Peters, who worked behind 
the stove at the Zagat-beloved 
Grocery on Smith Street, City 
Hall in Manhattan and Charlie 
Trotter’s in Chicago, describes 
her schedule as “12- to 14-hour 
days, six days a week.” The pe- 
tite redhead recalled a story of a 
well-known woman chef whose 
first marriage dissolved after her 
calls home went from, “Yeah, 
I’ll be right there,” to “Give me 
an hour or two,” and finally, ‘Til 


be there when I’m there.” 
“Working in a kitchen is just 
so intense,” said Peters, who is 
engaged to be married. “In ad- 
dition to long hours, most holi- 
days and weekends are spent at 
work. Women do it because 
they’re passionate about food.” 
The word “passion” came up 
over and over in my research. 

“It’s an incredibly hard in- 
dustry,” said Peters, “and when 
you think about all the machis- 
mo guys, the toughness, and 
how difficult it is to prove your- 
self, if you don’t love it, then 
it’s crazy to be there.” 

Chef-owner Laura Taylor, 
43, of Superfine in DUMBO 
heads up a team of woman 
chefs in key positions. 

“It takes a certain kind of 
crazy person to handle the 
stress of a restaurant kitchen,” 
said Taylor. “The women I’ve 
met in other restaurant kitchens 
and the women who work here 
are just passionate about what 
they do.” 

Taylor’s menu at Superfine 
changes every night because 
she enjoys creating dishes with 
seasonal greenmarket produce. 
Taylor worked in Santa Fe’s fa- 
mous Cafe Pasquel before ar- 
riving in Brooklyn. Superfine

existed inside the Between the 
Bridges pub, also in DUMBO, 
prior to moving two years ago 
to its current, expansive space 
on Front Street between Jay 
and Pearl streets. 

“In a woman’s kitchen, the 
joy is out there,” she said. “If I 
run in and say, ‘I’ve just been 
to the farmers market’ and we 
all go ‘oooh,’ and we talk about 
food and get excited, I run to 
my stove and I do my thing, 
and we’ll shout about things 
and talk about family. 

“In a male kitchen, you don’t 
talk about personal things. You 
wouldn’t approach a male chef 
and say, ‘I haven’t seen my 
mother and I need to see her.’ It 
would be shameful — like 
you’re weak. Female kitchens 
are just different. The feeling is 
different.” 

Bill Snell, a chef who owns 
both Cocotte and Loulou in 
Fort Greene with his wife, 
Christine, agrees. He describes 
a restaurant kitchen as “a bunch 
of macho men grinding out the 
food in 140-degree heat. It’s ex- 
hausting, laborious work. Peo- 
ple get burnt-out and work for a 
paycheck.” 

Many of the women he’s en- 
countered, and Peters in partic- 
ular, he said, succeed to die ex- 
ecutive level because they’re 
“extremely talented and good 
organizers. Better than the guys 
in that respect. They’re perfec- 
tionists and they create a nicer 
kitchen.” 

The women made it clear 
that while their demeanor may

Upcoming seasons promise 
major changes for the 
Brooklyn Philharmonic

F or its 50th anniversary celebration, 
the Brooklyn Philharmonic has de- 
cided to throw a bash that extends 
over two full seasons. 

Why? 

“There’s just too much to celebrate,” 
says the orchestra’s artistic advisor, 
Evans Mirageas, in an exclusive inter- 
view with GO Brooklyn. “With all that 
we wanted to do, we just couldn’t fit it 
into a single year.” 

The 50th anniversary is actually next 
season — with 
concerts sched- 
uled for May 
2005 on the exact 
days that the or- 
chestra first per- 
formed in 1955 
— but stretching

opera “The Death of Klinghoffer” 
(Dec. 3-6, part of the BAM Next Wave 
Festival), recounting the 1985 hijacking 
of the cruise ship Achille Lauro, which 
culminated in the murder of U.S. citi- 
zen Leon Klinghoffer — is conducted 
by Spano. 

This raises the immediate question: 
who will replace him? 

Mirageas isn’t saying, because the 
search is still ongoing. That four differ- 
ent conductors — William Eddins 
(Feb. 14), Angel Gil-Grdonez (Feb. 
28), Ilan Volkov (March 27) and JoAnn 
Falletta (May 22) — will be at the helm 
of the orchestra

“We have the opportunity to do a 
couple interesting things, since it’s two 
full seasons celebrating the arts in 
Brooklyn,” Mirageas explains. “We’re 
going to be paying homage to the first 
Brooklyn Philharmonic, which was 
formed soon after that other orchestra, 
across the bridge [the New York Phil- 
harmonic, the oldest orchestra in the 
country, founded in 1842], We’re also 
in the beginning of a search for a new 
music director [Robert Spano is in his 
final season], so that ties into a setting 
of the stage for the direction we are 
headed next.” 

The 2003-2004 season consists of 
five typically wide-ranging concerts. 
Of those five, only one — a staged ver- 
sion of John Adams’ controversial 


“Everyone who 
conducts is a can- 
didate,” says Mi- 
rageas. “We will 

continue looking next season as well.” 
In addition to the regular orchestral 
concerts, the Brooklyn Philharmonic’s 
50th anniversary celebration includes 
many community events that feature 
chamber music at the Brooklyn Muse- 
um of Art, area houses of worship and 
local library branches. The orchestra’s 
director of education and community 
engagement, Ted Wiprud, discussed 
those upcoming programs. 

“We just wanted to celebrate 50 years 
of making music in and for Brooklyn, 
so we decided to focus on Brooklyn 
connections for these events,” Wiprud 
says. “There are so many connections 
— composers, performers, themes — 
because with a city the size and diversi- 
ty of Brooklyn, there’s no shortage of 
thematic material.”

Wiprud notes that all of the pro- 
grams — Music Off the Walls, Music 
Off the Shelves, Music in the Sanctuar- 
ies and First Saturdays — have a com- 

“Every program will have at least 
one composer connected to Brooklyn 
in some way,” he explains. 

In addition to these community out- 
reach concerts, the orchestra is inaugu- 
rating a new program this season: the 
first annual Holiday Family Concert will 
be given Dec. 21 at Brooklyn College. 

‘This is a wonderful, family-friendly 
way of introducing children and their 
parents to the sounds of the orchestra 
through festive holiday music,” Wiprud 

This two-season celebration of all 
things Brooklyn by the orchestra is a 
no-brainer, says Mirageas. 

“The astonishing variety in styles of 
the people who have made Brooklyn 
their creative home is excuse enough 


[to do this],” he says. “Any anniversary 
is an opportunity to celebrate the past 
and anticipate the future.” 

Such an opportunity comes along 
only rarely, allowing the orchestra a 
valuable chance to consolidate its 
standing in the community. 

“We came to the very happy conclu- 
sion that our profile is twofold,” he 
says. “We play standard repertoire, 
looking at it in a new light, and we are 
also completely committed to finding 
new talent. 

“Brooklyn is a tittle bit about brag- 
ging rights. We owe it to our con- 
stituency in Brooklyn to play standard 
works, but we also owe it to ourselves 
to do what no one else has the courage 
to do,” says Mirageas. 

“Our mission is to refresh the mas- 
terworks that everyone loves and also 
provide an audience the chance to say 
to those who miss something special, 
‘You should have been in Brooklyn!”’

gages the audience in a quiz — he 
supplies the given name and the au- 
dience guesses who the celebrity is. 
(For instance, Leonard Rosenberg is 
Tony Randall and Bemie Schwartz is 
Tony Curtis. Hoffman wouldn’t give 
away any others.) 

But “Too Jewish?” is as much a 
celebration as it is an exploration. 
And no celebration of Jews in Amer- 
ica would be complete without in- 
cluding vaudeville. 

“Vaudeville is the precursor of 
Broadway and standup comedy,” 
says Hoffman. “Menashe Skulnick, 
the first great standup comic, per- 
formed all over the country and in 
early television. 

He set the stage for comics from 
Henny Youngman and Rodney Dan- 
gerfield to Jerry Seinfeld and Woody 
Allen. In fact, Woody Allen’s style 
— the self-deprecating Jewish char- 
acter — is very similar to 
Menashe’s.” 

For Hoffman it’s all about pride. 

“Jews today are finally realizing 
that it’s OK to be Jewish, OK to 
leave behind the self-consciousness 
of the immigrant experience,” he 

That said, Hoffman believes peo- 
ple of all ages and backgrounds can 


Everyone who sees the 
show can relate to it, whether they’re 
Jewish or not, because everyone 
comes from an immigrant back- 
ground, and even those who don’t
